Peace On Earth 


It’s “Christmas as usual” here in 


the United States, but practically 
everywhere else in the world there 
is very littlepeaceonearth. Weover 
here can pat ourselves on the back 
for being able to avoid conflict and 
in this way we can feel that we are 
truly enjoying Christmas. We can 
do that if we want, but if we do 
what He whose birthday we cele- 
brate on Monday would have us do, 
we would spend much of our holi- 
day trying to remodel our philoso- 
phy of life so that the causes of 
war would be in great part elimin- 
ated. 


The reason that we have so little 
peace on earth today is that there 
is so little good will to men. Com- 
munism and Naziism have spread 
a doctrine of hatred, and the great- 
er part of the civilized world is 
anxious to stamp out both those 
political theories. The usual plan 
of action is to stamp out Commun- 
ists and Nazis, but that will prove 
no more effective than previous at- 
tempts to end all wars, for the very 
reason that it does nothing to era- 
dicate the causes of the rise of | 
Communism and Naziism. 

There will always be some men 
somewhere with theories similar to 
these two, but what we here in the

United States and in the other 
democracies must do is to see that 
neither weed is ever given a fer- 
tile ground to grow on.

Let us prove to the world that 
Democracy and the Capitalist Sys- 
tem can ‘be used to bring peace on 
earth through good will to men.

Dynamic Mayor Of Woburn 
Entertains Members Of Service Club 


Mayor Kane of Woburn—he of 
the cage for drunks, lightless 
nights for the public, sleepless 


{nights for firemen—to read about 


him in the papers: you’d think that 
he was a six-footer, 200-pounder, 
and bass voicer. The Service Club 
members went to their meeting last 
Thursday night to see and hear this 
Goliath, and durned if he didn’t 
turn out ‘to be David. 


His voice they found was on the 
squeaky side; he’d probably be 
able to walk erect under the out- 
stretched arm of a six-footer, and 
he’s nearer the 100 than the 200- 
pound mark. In fact the only big 
thing about him are his ears—the 
better to hear things with, my dear. 
And how does David jput it all over 
the Goliaths of Woburn? He has a 
sling-shot, and that sling-shot is 
showmanship, the ability to put 
himself and his ideas across to the 
public so that he and the ideas will 
be completely understood and com- 
pletely effective. 

Another Bossy Gillis? No, Billy 
Kane’s a different type. The exter- 
nal symptoms may have a slight 
likeness, but the basic philosophy, 
no. They’ve ‘both received plenty of 
publicity, but Bossy’s ‘was’ mean to 
the end,—Billy’s, means to an end. 
He took office with a tax rate of 
$46.90 and bankruptcy facing the 


city. In his two years in office the 
rate has been reduced $11 and the 
debt $213,000. 

The most outstanding example of 
Kane’s showmanship is of course 
the cage for drunks which to the 
Mayor was better than the state’s 


prisons with their foul air. The 
drunks would get plenty of air in 
the cage, he said, and the Lord 
knows they need it. There used to 


be about 14 drunks in the dock 
every (Monday; when he first 
threatened to use the cage, Mon- 


day morning it was pretty much of 
a dry-dock, there being only one 
drunk and the from Reading. The 
‘age never was actually used, but 
as a threat it worked wonders, its 
bars apparently cutting down the 
patronage at other ‘bars. Woburn’s 
black-outs on moonlit nights were 
also an example of showmanship, 
the inconvenience serving to dem- 
onstrate how serious the tax rate 
problem really was. Placing over- 
weight officers on overweight town 
horses who “weren’t doing any- 
thing either,” suggesting that the 
firemen on the night shift should 
abandon their beds—these and 
many others had behind them the 
purpose of pointing out to the 
people of Woburn what an expen- 
sive thing municipal government 
could be. 

Service club members left the 
hall pretty much convinced that the 
Mayor had done quite a job. Most 
of the credit for the unusual Wo- 
burn incidents should, however, go 
to the Mayor’s parents: they ‘were 
the ones who raised Kane in the 
first place.
